His co n v en ien t “fo rgettery ” was ju st as fru s­ 
tratin g to the co mmittee as Dav e Beck ’s p er­ 
sisten t u se o f the Fifth Amen d men t. An d it 
p ro v ed to be ju st as d amagin g to the witn ess. 
No o n e co u ld tak e Ho ffa’s wo rd fo r it that he 
co u ld hav e fo rgo tten so man y thin gs abo u t 
Jo hn n y Dio , who was so clo se to him that he 
had p ro mised to lo o k after the Dio family 
while its “bread win n er” was in jail.

For a year Dulles had refused to 
let American rep orters go to the 
China mainland. For a year he 
had been under p ressure from 
American news and radio-TV ex ­ 
ecutives and some members of 
Congress to lift his ban. 
He yielded last Thursday — to 
a very limited degree—by saying 
24 rep orters could go to Red China 
for a trial p eriod of six months. 
But at the very moment of doing 
so, he and his dep artment used 
language which seemed unneces­ 
sary, unless p erhap s for face-sav­ 
ing, and which the Red Chinese 
couki hardly fail to find insulting. 
Dulles said the Red Chinese 
couldn’t send their rep orters here 
on a recip rocal basis and his de­ 
p artment, ex p laining why the ban 
had been eased a bit on Americans 
going to China, suggested it was 
because the newsmen might find 
disasters there. 
The 
Communists 
reacted, 
as 
they might have been ex p ected to. 
The result: They haven’t yet let 
the Americans in. And now no 
one can p redict when they will 
get in, if at all. This is the story: 
No American newsman had been 
in Red China as an accredited 
corresp ondent since the mainland 
fell to the Communists in 1949. 
And this country has refused to 
recognize the Red regime as the 
legitimate government of China. 
But on Aug. 6, 1956, Red China 
announced 15 Americans would be 
p ermitted 
to 
rep ort 
from 
the 
China mainland for a month. 
The State Dep artment said the 
newsmen couldn’t go until the Red 
Chinese freed all Americans held 
lr. their jails. This was a form 
of censorship . Dulles was making 
American news media a p art of 
the administration’s foreign p ol- 
tcy. The news ex ecutives began 
their p rotests. 
The p ressure on Dulles to lift 
his ban continued. And last Thurs­ 
day, 
Aug. 
22, 
his 
dep artment 
said 24 American newsmen could 
go to China even though it p ointed 
out that six Americans—with sen­ 
tences ranging from five years to 
life^-are still in Red Chinese jails. 
The 
dep artment 
says 
these 
Americans have been imp risoned 
on trump ed-up charges of esp ion­ 
age. But—Americans are still in 
jail and now Dulles says Ameri­ 
cans can go to China, although a 
year ago his dep artment said none 
could go until all American p ris­ 
oners were released. What had 
changed? 
Dulles issued a statement which 
said in p art: ‘New factors have 
come into the p icture, making it 
desirable that additional informa­ 
tion be made available to the 
American p eop le resp ecting cur­ 
rent conditions in China.” 
What new factors? State De­ 
p artment officials said they in­ 
cluded rep orts on food shortages, 
natural disasters, p roduction fail­ 
ures and a statement last Feb­ 
ruary by Chinese le-aders that the 
Hungarian revolt had a heavy im­ 
p act on China. 
The Red Chinese could hardly 
fail to interp ret this as meaning: 
Dulles now was willing to let 
American newsmen into China be­ 
cause he thought they might be 
able to make the Red regime look 
bad. This was aside from the fact 
that Dulles was setting himself up 
as judge on when and under what 
circumstances the American p eo­ 
p le should be p ermitted to have 
news from inside China. 
Nowhere 
did 
he 
suggest 
he 
wanted the newsmen to rep ort ob­ 
jectively on what they found — 
about the good as well as the bad. 
But Dulles’ crowning touch was 
this statement: “It is understood 
that the United States will not ac­ 
cord recip rocal visas to Chinese 
bearing p assp orts issued by the 
Chinese Communist regime.” 
This was something which did 
not need to be said, even for bar­ 
gaining p urp oses — at least until 
the Red Chinese said they wanted 
to send their newsmen here. They

The reaction came Aug. 25 from 
the Peip ing newsp ap er—the Chi­
